1C 
uctH upou the bacilli, after.tho manner of 
similar ficrums, lyruphs or preparations in. 
\vlilcJi the ptomaines are an active princi- 
ple. It destroys the poiver.. of tho bacilli 
to increase and IkiaUy acts 09 an cspurgant; 
of .tho disease.. Tho use of . tho antitoxino 
of tetanus must be immediate, ag .in the 
case of hydrophobia. Once tho bacilli havo 
an opportunity to Increase, the patient is 
beyond tho aid of the.serum. 


The board of .health, declares that if. tho 


patient is treated jvith the lockjaw anLl- 
toiino before the bacilli have had time to 
incubate in any.preaij force the remedy lg 
certain. The official circular o£ the depart- 
'ment says that 20 cubic centimeters of tbe 
serum "will protect 8,000,000 grams., of 
guinea pigs from .any fatal results of an 
attack of tetnnus. In other.words, 15 
drops of the antitoxino injected hypoder- 
mlcally into 1,200 guinea. pigs will save 
every one of them. 
As 1,200 guinea' pigg 


are- regarded as scientifically equal to one 
man in the absorption, or expulsion. o£ 
poisonous substances, 15 drops will cure a 
'human being.—Nevf York Herald.

Curiously enough just at this time, just 


Vvhen the "wholesome sentiment of thi: 
country is demanding reform in the par- 
liamentary methods of the senate, a strong 
protest against one man power Is making 
its appearance in the house of representa- 
tives. • Plans are now being -made to curt 
the autocratic power of the speiJKcr at the 
next session, and if Mr. Reed does not con- 
sent to tho proposed modifications of the 
rules frivlng-him a good deal less authori- 
ty and the members of the house a'good 
deal more the light vrill be a leading fea- 
ture of the spejikershlp contest In the neit 
congress. "The present house is full'of dis- 
contufat and revolt. : Some of it- is against 
Mr. Reed personally, and some of it against 
the system which has grown up. 


A large number of members have deter- 


mined to effecb a change, and Jlr. Walker 
of Massachusetts has prepared the plan 
therefor,' -It provides for the addition of a 
new calendar,- to be known as "the mem- 
bers'calendar." Every member is to be 
allowed to have one bill relating to his dis- 
trict admitted to that calendar after the 
bill has been reported from the committee 
In the usual way, and the calendar must 
be taken up at regular Intervals and the 
bills on the calendar disposed of in theii 
order. This is the main innovation. 


The general run of legislation will still 


be controlled-by the speaker, but it will 
not be possible, if the Walker plan should 
be adopted, for the speaker to have it In 
his power to prevent purely local legisla- 
tion:—Walter WeUman in Chicago Times-
